Alfred Noyes Thinks Those. Who 
Are Not Are Agitating for Pay.

BOSTON, June 8.—Alfred. Noyes, the

‘“Why,”’ he said, ‘I think they are 
mentally unhinged. Take that case in 
to-day’s papers, for instance, of the 
‘woman who tried to stop the- King’s 
racer. “What reason could she have for 
injuring Ahe jockey, a man who very 
likely was in favor of woman suffrage, 
as many of the workingmen of England 


are?’”’ 

“Do you think Mrs. Pankhurst will 
ever serve out her whole sentence?’”’ 
Mr: Noyes has a. very gentle way of 
sayings things. He was never gentler 
than when- he-answered: ‘‘I think she 
is more likely to. bring up in a lunatic 
asylum.” 

“ Are you in favor of Woman suf- 
frage?’’

BY DRUNKEN MAN 


Young Painter, Crazed by. 
Liquor, Wounds Usher Who- 
Tries to Quiet Him.

While Dr. Francisco -- Pirrezini . was 
preaching @ sermon last evening in the 
Churcly of . the*.Ascension: at~340 Hast 
106th Street, some ‘of. the-congregatian 
who sat Inthe rear: were.annoyed by 
shouting on «he. stairs outside of the 
front entrance. ‘Peter Colonelli, a stone 
mason, of 242 Hast. 106th Street, ‘who 
was an usHer at the services, was noti+ 
fied by his wife that there was a man 
outside making trouble. Mr. Colonelli 
found a mar trying to force his way. 
into th€ church, and cursing those who 
were opposing him. 

“ What do you want here, my friend? ’” 
said Mr. Colonelii. 

The disturber shook himself free and 
faced the church usher. With ‘more 
oaths,-he drew a revolver and fired 
twice. The first. bullet struck Mr. 
Colonelli in the right arm. The second 
went wide. Several: members of the 
congregation ran to aid-Mr. Colonelli

75,000 a TO STRIKE 


Action Delayed to ‘Abiate the Result 
of an Investigation .by the 
_ State of New Jersey. 


Conditions at the various plants of’ the 
‘Eastern Standard Oil companies were 
discussed yesterday at a special meéting 
at 211.Wast.Forty-fifth Street of dele- 
gates from the local branches of the In- 
ternational , Brotherhood , of ’ Stationary 
Firemen in-the States of New York, New 
Jersey, Pennsylvania; ‘Delaware and 
Connecticut. Timothy aly, President 
of the Brotherhood; presi 
declared to ‘be*the opinion the meét- 
ing that the working conditions in these 
plants were unendurable, and that a de- 
mand for radical changes must bé made. 
Among: ‘other things’ the’ “eight-hour 
work day.js:to be demanded. 

Most of, the 75,000 employes in the 
plants of ‘the \companies. are ready to 
strike, but before action ‘of this kind-is 
ordered: the: State ‘Department of Labor 
of New Jersey,-where most of'the large 
plants are situated, is to be asked, to 
make a thorough’ investigation of the 
working conditions'in their plants. “That 
request will be formally made. to-day. 
It was decided to prepare for making a 
general demand for the eight-hour work 
day in the St@ndard Oil plants, when 
the investigation by) the New Jersey 
State Labor Department is completeed. 
It was. further announced thet the 
Brotherhood had appointed a committee 
on organization to organize the firémeén, 
water-tenders, gilers, stillmen, pump- 
men, boiler cleaners, helpers and ‘coal 
and ash handlers throughout New York 
and the neighborhood in the meantime. 

‘A circular, printed in four languages, 
has been sent by the organization com- 
mittee to the. 75,000 employes ,of the 
companies, calling on them to stand to- 
gether to fight for better conditions. 
The organization cemmittee consists of

The circular says, in part 

‘* Such. slavery and filthy conditions 

as exist in. the plants of the Standard 
61 Company must be abolished, The 
treatment of the employes of that great 
mE oration is. a disgrace’ to civilization.’ 

e. circular goes on to say that the’ 
Ri appealed to. President Healy of 
the firemen’s organization several weeks 
ago for relief, and: the members, of the 
committee who waited on Healy, it says, 
reeéived notices in their pay envelopes 
from. Supt. Stockford of the New Jersey 
Company that their services were no 
‘longer required. Four weeks after the 
brotherhood took up the case of the 
men the announcement was made by 
the company that the twenty-feur-hour 
shifts; which, it says, were the custom 
on Stindays, when watches -were 
changed, were discontinued, and it was 


announced ‘that the men would get twen-. 


ty-foudr hours off in their turn with pay. 
and that the men who had been working 
eighty-four hours a week would work 
only seventy-two hours a week for the 
same. pay they received for the eighty- 
four hours. 

The circular then says that the fight 
must be kept up until the eight-hour 
workday is established in every plant 
of the Standard Oil Companies in the 
United States. There is not a: public 
service company or a big corporation nd 
or around New York, it says, gr” 
working its employes more th:

Sir ARTHUR QUILLER-CoUcH, now a: 

Professor of English Literature at 
Cambridge University, but speaking, 
of course, not only with the authority 
of that shigh post but.also as the popu- |: 
lar and renowned “Q” of inspiring 
prose and melodious. verse, contends 
that the Poet Laureateship should not 
be suppressed. Sir ARTHUR strikes a 
sympathetic chord. His view will be 
supported not only in.England, but 
wherever’ the English language jis 
spoken. We do not know that his single 
argument, conveyed by cable. is par- 
ticularly impréssive, however. He asks 
why the poets may not have a single 
sinecure with a trifling salary when 
members of the House of Commons 
get $2,000 a year. The painters, musi- 
cians, and actors, not to mention the 
Sculptors, architects, and dancers, 
might take up that argument in their 
own behalf and play havoc. “-Recog- 
nition” has. nothing to do with the 
Laureateship. Set that aside, 
On the other hand, the assertion that 
a Poet Laureate is as much. of an 
anachronism as a court jester is 
feeble, too. Court jesters’ went out 
centuries ago, while England had ‘a 
Poet Laureate only the other day, and 
if there was reason for Mr. AusTIn’s 
possession of the patent, there is no 
reason why another and better poet 
should not have it now. It is not 
much of a job, but it might be turned 
to good account by the right man. As 
a matter of fact, nearly everybody 
who reads English reads all the “ oc 
casional”’ verse of the Laureate, no 
matter what its quality may be, and 
whether or not. he generally reads 
poetry. We do not believe that the 
post. shouldbe abolished, and we. do 
not believe it will be.

H nothing corresponding to 
an army’s commissary department, and 
nobody in the slightest degree responsi- 
ble for keeping up the enormous and 
continuous supply of food without: which 
their inhabitants would: be’ reduced to 
starvation in a week, yet the colossal 
task ‘is‘somehow performed. That it is 
performed extremely well, too, is the 
common assumption, and this is seem- 
ingly supported by the diversity as well 
as the abundance of urban food supplies. 
When a few thousand men are gath- 
ered as soldiers, the best that trained 
experts can do is.to give them a few 
coarse staples, cooked and served in the 
very simplest manner. Very frequently 
in. war, and not infrequently in~ peace, 
the arrangements. for doing even this 
prove inadequate or utterly break down. 
Cities, on the contrary, have ‘earned to 
expect that mere ability to pay for what. 
is wanted will: bring it from any part of 
the world, and that always ‘here will be 
a sufficient number of agents efficiently 
engaged in the endless work of féeding, 
not thousands but millions of helpleas 
non-producers, That this is done ean- 
not be denied, but that it is done as well 
as it could and should be—that is not 
so nearly sure, and, with the cost of 
Jiving becoming, troublesomely or pain- 
fully high for more and more people 
every year, more and more of them are 
beginning to wonder whether this hap- 
hazard system .works in all. respects 
really. well and whether: it could ‘not be 
improved upon by intelligent co-opera- 
tion and oversight.

Protests, many and strong, against the de- 
struction of a building’ dear to many old 
chufch-going New Yorkers, and greatly es- 
teemed by connoisseurs as a distinguished 
example of its school of architecture, arose 
alike from practitioners of that and other 
cognate fine arts,, and. from. citizens gen- 
erally. 

But a new situation, much more menacing 
than the former one, has lately arisen, owing 
to the necessity of providing facile and suf- 
ficient thoroughfare for the ever increasing 
transit needs of ‘the ‘commercial metropolis. 
To the architectural specialist, familiar with 
what has been done under similar circum- 
stances elsewhere, especially in the Old 
World, really the only question in the case 
demanding consideration is not’ one of curF- 
tailment or obliteration, but simply of fi- 
nance.

Inquirer Finds Greek Grammar 
Pages in Demand by Petty Thieves. 


To ihe Ediiog of The New York Times: 

A few days ago I told my ‘stenog- 
rapher that I wished her to learn a 
little Greek, in, order that she might be 
of more assistanée in certain work on 
which I am engaged. I suggested that 
she buy a Greek grammar, but she told 
me that the Public Library supplied all 
such’ volumes. I applied at the Bruce 
Branch Library in West Forty-second 
Street, and one of the courteous and 
obliging employes there, who have, made 
this library one of the most useful'in- 
f stitutions of its kind in New York,’ ‘told 
me that, while there was no Greek 
grammar immediately at -hand, | she 
would send to other branches and eb-4 
tain one for me, 

Yesterday she produced four, collected 
from various branch libraries through- 
out the city: I looked at the title page 
of one of them, and found that the 
book would suit my purpose. “It is 
just for the alphabet and some of the 
first. grammatical rules,” I’ remarked, 
and turned: to-the béginning of the vol- 
ume, The pages containing the alpha- 
bet and its corollaries had been cut out. 

I took up one ‘of. the other volumes, 
Here, again, half.a dozen pages .had 
been stolen. The third book was, in 
similar. condition. By this time the 
librarian. had become as ‘interested as 
myself. We é€xamined the fourth vol- 
ume. The first half dozen pages had 
been removed. 

Now, the point of this communication 
is this: Greek, I understand, is not 
taught in the New York public educa- 
tional institutions except to pupils who 
have attained a considerable position, 
pupils who, dre among the most promis+ 
ing, the “ brightest,” to use an Ameri- 
can expression that is not pretty, but 
is expressive. In other words, a 
student of Greek in this city is the sort 
of student on whom the hopes of the 
Republic rest; the leader of his kind 
in school, the boy who may be expected 
to develop into a leader among men, 

The librarian had not the slightest 
doubt. as to the persons ‘who had muti- 
lated these four Volumes, that belonged 
to tho community. They must, have 
been High School students, she said— 
students who had removed the pages 
in order to be able to study the alpha- 
bet conveniently while, perhaps,’ riding} 
up, and down town in a.subway train 
or on some similar journey. 

The incident may be regarded as un- 
important. In my opinion, seen in its 
proper light, itis terribly suggestive. 
Flow can it at the most ambitious, 
thé cleverest, the. most advanced of the 
young scholars of New, York should, ‘n:- 
their youth, be thieves, and thieves or 
the meanest kind? There must be 
something radically wrong with the 
youth of Kew York, or with New York’s 
method of training them.

Commissioner Stover’s' idea of the -prop- 
er way to mark off tennis: grounds.’ \Vis- 
itors who observed the lime saw a rain- 
storm later in the day wash it-into the 
grass roots,.and many. persons asserted 
that the lime..was almost sure to de- 
stroy the lawns, and so make it easy for 
Park Commissioner Stover, a little later, 
to. make a gravel: bed: out; of what’ is 
new a beautiful green. In addition to 
the -lime ‘or. the- beautiful expanse of

After several visitors’to the Park nad 
complained*about its exceptionally shab- 
by appearan+e, a reporter for Tus New 
York TIMES ‘made a. trip through the 
Park, goiug first up*the Hast Driveway 
to 110th Street and then back along the 
western, paths, In. hardly any part of; 
the Park, except the fringes to the bridle 
paths, were tne attractive: vistas, such as 
had formerly beén associated with Cen- 
tral Park. to be observed. 

The bottoms of the tiny lakes near the 
Metropolitan Museum of Art were mere 
litter beds for paper bags, cfacker boxes, 
and old leaves. Model yachts, . which 
were being sailed over these little lakes; 
seemed to make their..way through lit- 
ter that would have been: more in keep- 
ing with a country ditch than the city’s 
chief beauty spot. The Jitter was ‘so 
thick, on the little lakes as to make it 
doubtful if they had been cleaned out 
this season at all, and fountains in some 
cases played their tiny streams into 
the unbeautiful water below them. 

The conditions that have marred the 
Park’s beauty were observed by the re- 
porter soon after he had passed the 
arsenal and menagerie on the Fifth Ave- 
nue side.

South 
of a district where children’s: swings 
have been erected, near the Park’s 
centre, “a wooded pathway has been 
wired up to a height of six feet or more, 
with ordinary c¢hicken-coop wire. This 
ugly fending hag become a sort of cen- 
tring place for all kinds of refuse light 
enough for the wind to blow over the 
lawns lying. to the west. A-bank of 
Paper and abandened lunch. baskets 
and boxes was found drifted up against 
this fence yesterday. ; 

There was hardly a stretch of lawn to 
be found anywhere, regardless of 
whether it was open to the publie, that 
presented a vista free from litter. - Even 
a part dug up in the southwest corner 
of the Park and planted with rose 
bushes was so littered with papers that 
the beauty of the rose garden was de- 
stroyed. 

Under the covered pathways, arranged 
Sy the original designers of the Park 
especially for.the comfort of Park -visit- 
ors in rain storms, litter had nm al- 
lowed to accumulate and decay. urttil 
many. Park visitors on Saturday pre- 
ferred the rain to .the odorous shelter 
that was the alternative. 

Wherever it was visible beneath’ its 
blanket of. rubbish, the grass of the 
Park seeméd to appreciate the two hours 
of rainfall from 8 to 5 o’clock: Even 
in.thé district near the Maine Monn- 
“ment, where thousands of persons 
trampled the grass down on Decoration 
aes, it Had apparently recovered and 
gave promise of what might be expected 
ijn the rest of the Park if it was kept 
free from litter and protected from the 
trampling thousands for a little while.

*No personal attack is made upon the 
Governor by, the committee, but his di- 
rect primaries measure is -bitterly de- 
nounced. The only allusion to the Gov- 
ernor’s methods of campaigning in fur- 
therance of his measure occurs in a let- 
ter contributed by former Senator Saxe, 
which reads; 

The Governor has proclaimed that he 
will compel the Legislature to pass this 
bill. of his without changing the crossing 
of.a ‘‘t”’ or the dotting of an. ‘‘i,” and 
he. has repeatedly threatenede! to use his 
executive power to coerce the members of 
the Legislature througn fear or favor. 
Without commenting upon this attitude, I 
wish to contend, as one who has fought 
in a real fight for direct primaries, that 
without far more radical amendment than 
that suggested by his Excellency, h‘s bill 
should be unhesitatingly defeated.

CENTURY PLANT IN BLOOM. 


On Exhibition This Week at Cen- 


tral. Park Cofservatory. 


Visitors this week at the Central Park 
Conservatory, at Fifth Avenue and 
104th Street, will have the privilege 
of seeing a century plant in bloom. The 
plant is a natiye of the warmer parts 
of America, and, according to an old 
gardener’s fable, ‘blooms only once in 
@ hundred ~ears:. The specimen at the 
conservatory, which was brought from 
Mexico four years ago when a small 
plant, has now reached a height-of nine 
feet. : It gave signs yesterday for. the 
first time of having reached the bloom- 
ing period.

STATE LAW. IS° FAVORED 


Dr. Grinton at Fordham Church 
Holds It Would Not Settle the 
Practical Problem. 


Diverse views of eugenics were ‘eld 
up in two of the city’s churches: yester- 
day. ‘In. the West End Presbyterian 
Chureh, Amsterdam Avenue and 105th 
Street, a congregation which taxed the 
capacity of the edifice heard: four ad- 
dresses favoring eugenic marriages, 
while opposition to them was voiced by 
Dr. George W. Grinton, pastor of the 
Fordham Methodist Episcopal Church} 
Marion Avenue and Fordham ‘Road, the 


Bronx: 

Ex-Congressman. William §. Bennet 
was in charge of the Presbyterian 
Church's popular platform meeting, at 
whick Richard Benz-ett, the actor, ‘now 
co-operating. with the Rev. Dr.. Newell 
Dwight Hillis of Plymouth Church in a 
eugenic crusade; Dr. Walter Laidlaw of 
the Federation. of Churches, and the 
pastor, rthe Rev. A. Edwin Keigwin, 
were speakers. Mr. Bennet said he was 
proud of the fearlessness’ with which 
the Presbyterian Chureh was treating 
the subject, which déserved the strong 
support of all denominations. He called 
attention to the fact that literature and 
art had their beginnings in the Church 
which now was called upon to do pio- 
neer work for morality anda stronger, 
healthier race of men and women. 

Richard Bennett told of acting the 
part of a: minister in several plays ‘with, 
equanimity, but confessed to pulpit 
fright when he found himself facing a 
real congregation. 

“This 1s a woman’s age, and woman 
has a right to come forth and demand 
her supreme prerogative as the producer 
of the race,” he said. * We want to do 
away with the hypocrisy that has been 
built up around conventionalities. We 
want to call attention to the funda- 
mental facts of life without prudery. 
How many parents here in this conare. 
gation can say that they’ have not lied 
to their children? The piea of justifica- 
tion in concealing—that is, lying—about 
the truths of lite is set up on false 
ideals by parents who make themselves 
liars before their children. We want to 
start with the truth in .showing our 
children the-light. Let us tear down the 
conspiracy of silence and be frank with 
ourselves. If we can build a single 
standard for men and women there will 
be less need for frantic eftorts to re- 
form the marriage laws. 

** We have deluded ourselves. too long 
with the earping fallacy that young 
college rakes make the best husbands 
and business men because they. have 
had worldly ‘experiences, and_ therefore 
have had their eyes opened. It is rank 
hypocrisy to talk about the necessity of 
a man’s sowing his wild eats. . Laws to 
Lrotect our women are springing up all 
over the country, and this desired pro- 


single standard of morality is adopted. 
Too little is known about the ravages 
made by disease. What we want is the 
establishment of a custom that will 
prevent the marriage of sickness with 
health.” 

Dr: Walter Laidlaw told of efforts 
made in Albany during the cag year to 
promote eugenic marriages by adequate 
legislation. He recommended the’ form- 
ing of child mortality associations that 
would promote the. preordaining of 
healthy children. 

“The single” standard of moralit 
essential and fundamental to the 
object sought,’:-he said. 
law against females loitering on the 
streets for immoral purposes, but noth- 
ing ‘is said about the male. 
been three bills introduced at Albany 
to... promote eugenic . marriages. Last 
Winter the churches showed themselves 
reasonably alert in the matter.. I,pre- 
dict success next Winter for a bill 
which will be introduced providing for 
eugenic marriages in this .State.”’ 

The Rev. Dr. Keigwin said he was 
not yet prepared to indorse the teaching 
of sex 
but he believed parents who failed to 
instruct their children on the subject 
'were deserving of unqualified. censure. 

‘Tt is the right of children to receive 
good, straight warnings from their fa- 
thers or mothers,’”’ Dr. Keigwin said.: 

Dr. Grinton, speaking in the Fordham 
Methodist Church, told of meeting ‘with 
much criticism because he had _ dis- 
cussed sex questions’ in the pulpit for 
fifteen years, but the subject now was 
thrown open through disclosures of the 
social evil. He said: 

“The question is, Will compulsory 
eo coqnis nase affect the reform 
so much needed? The plan of Dean Suin- 
ner of Chicago is to require a certifi- 
cate of health from all candidates for 
marriage. In this State, a bill is pro- 
posed to establish a similar law. ‘We 
are told that Dean Sumner has per- 
formed twice the number of marriages in 
the cathedral since he declare for the 
eugenic marriage. I rejoice that the 
plan has met with such favor. If soci- 
ety will only take to it seriously and not 
as a Summer fad it may be of real

and against the poor. No minister would 
marry a couple if he had the least sus- 
cag of any physical barrier.
